Miss  Bethel  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1909. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 

804  births  were  registered,  762  legitimate  and  42  illegiti¬ 
mate.  d'he  birth  rate  was  28‘3  per  thousand  with  an  estimated 
population  of  28.400.  The  birth  rate  for  this  district  has  only 
reached  this  low  level  once  during  the  last  ten  years,  the  average 
being  31 ‘2. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  rural  portions  of  the  whole  country 
in  1909  was  25'6. 


DEATHS  AND  DEATH-RATE. 

400  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district  occurred 
during  the  year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  14' i  per  thousand,  which, 
with  the  exception  of  that  of  last  year,  is  the  lowest  for  ten  years, 
being  1*4  below  the  average  for  this  district,  dffie  death  rate  for 
the  rural  parts  of  England  and  Wales  in  1909  was  i4’5. 
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g2  deaths  were  infants  under  i  year  of  age,  ten  being 
illegitimate.  The  infantile  mortality  (rate  per  i,ooo  births)  for 
the  year  was  114,  the  average  being  129.  Amongst  the  legitimate 
infants  the  mortality  was  107,  and  amongst  illegitimate  238  per 
thousand  births.  The  chief  causes  of  infantile  deaths  were 
premature  birth,  debility,  and  convulsions. 

Below  is  given  the  birth  and  death  rate  and  infantile 
mortality  in  the  sub-districts  and  several  of  the  more  populous 
parishes.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

'Fwo  hundred  cases  have  been  reported,  17  being  typhoid 
fever,  42  diphtheria,  125  scarlet  fever,  12  erysipelas,  i  puerperal 
fever,  and  3  cases  of  phthisis  in  paupers  attended  by  the  District 
Medical  Officers,  the  notification  of  which  is  now  compulsory.

SCARLET 

FEVER. 

d'he  prevalence  of  this  complaint  has  been  greatest  during 
the  last  four  months  of  the  year.  Previously  some  cases  occurred 
in  Aberford,  due  largely  to  slight  unrecognised  cases  infecting 
other  children  in  the  families.  In  July  and  November  a  few 
children  attending  Appleton  Roebuck  school  were  attacked  in  a 
mild  form  which  was  doubtless  due  to  some  unrecognised  cases. 
On  one  occasion  I  discovered  a  bov  who  had  been  absent  from 
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school  on  account  of  sore  throat  three  weeks  previously  showing 
some  slight  suspicion  of  peeling.  Possibly  it  may  have  been  a 
mild  case. 

An  outbreak  occurred  at  Swillington  Common  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  One  child  had  attended  school  regularly  until  the  mother 
noticed  her  to  be  peeling,  when  a  doctor  was  called  in  and 
reported  it  as  scarlet  fever.  On  the  24th  I  examined  a  number  of 
children  at  the  school.  One  was  peeling  freely  and  had  no  doubt 
had  the  complaint  although  she  had  attended  school  regularly. 

I  recommended  closure  of  the  school,  on  September  27th, 
for  a  month.  Twenty  cases  were  notified  from  Lock  Lane  in 
November  and  December.  On  visiting  the  school  on  November 
4th  I  found  one  child  peeling  freely,  and  another  in  a  similar 
condition  at  its  own  home.  Both  these  parents  had  been  warned 
that  the  cases  might  be  infectious  and  advised  to  call  in  a 
medical  man.  They  were  summoned,  the  former  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  for  exposing  the  child  while  suffering  from  a 
dangerous  infectious  disorder  and  the  latter  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act  for  failing  to  notify  the  case  to  the 
Medfcal  Officer  of  Health.  Fines  were  imposed  in  each  case. 

Of  the  125  cases  notified  two  only  were  fatal.  Seventy 
one  were  removed  to  hospital. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Of  the  seventeen  cases  reported  seven  were  from  South 
Milford,  which  village,  in  proportion  to  its  size,  has  more  cases  of 
typhoid  than  any  other  place  in  the  Rural  District.  Three  were 
in  one  house,  two  of  the  patients  being  no  doubt  infected  from 
the  first  case.  Two  others  occurred  in  houses  near  ;  all  using  the 
same  water  supply  which  on  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  showed  serious  pollution  with  sewage. 

Four  cases  arose  in  one  house  at  Bowers  Row  at  the  end 
of  March,  the  remainder  being  isolated  cases  in  various  parts  of 
the  district. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

The  disease  was  prevalent  in  Barwick  during  February 
and  March.  On  February  3rd,  as  there  were  cases  of  sore  throat 
in  the  village,  and  several  children  had  recently  died  of  throat 
affections,  I  visited  the  school  and  took  swabs  from  the  throats 
of  seven  scholars.  Two  showed  diphtheria  germs  to  be  present. 
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On  the  gth,  with  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  I  took  swabs 
from  all  the  scholars,  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  ;  one  gave  a 
positive  result.  On  the  12th,  twenty  more  were  examined, 
including  the  teachsrs.  In  no  instance  were  the  bacilli  found. 
As  cases  still  arose  during  February  and  March,  and  many 
children  were  absent  on  account  of  sore  throat,  I  recommended 
closure  of  the  school  from  March  19th  to  April  12th. 

A  small  outbreak  of  seven  cases  occurred  at  d'adcaster  m 
June  and  July.  Four  of  the  children  were  under  five  years  of  age 
and  did  not  attend  school. 

A  child  was  notified  at  Kippax  in  June.  On  one  of  the 
visits  paid  by  the  Inspector  to  the  house  a  neighbour’s  child  was 
in  to  play,  the  latter  was  notified  as  diphtheric  a  few  days  later. 
It  seems  impossible  to  impress  upon  parents  the  fact  that  infection 
does  not  cease  as  soon  as  the  soreness  goes  from  the  throat. 

Epidemics  of  measles  occurred  at  Aberford  and  Kippax 
in  September,  and  at  Allerton  Bywater  and  Lock  Lane  in 
November.  The  Infants’  Department  of  the  School  was  closed 
for  a  month  m  each  case. 

No  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  has  arisen  in  the  District 
during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  phthisis  were  notified  b}'  .the  District 
Medical  Officers.  Spitoons  and  disinfectants  are  supplied  by  the 
Rural  Council  for  any  cases  of  consumption  m  the  District. 

Eighty  three  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  seventy  one  being  scarlet  fever  and  twelve  diphtheria. 
In  addition  to  these  nine  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  received 
from  the  Garforth  Urban  District. 

The  need  of  an  additional  block  has  been  felt  in  our 
inability  to  take  any  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria,  several  of  which 
had  practical!}"  no  means -of  isolation  in  their  own  homes.  Last 
Year  I  mentioned  that  plans  had  been  prepared  for  an  additional 
block  in  brick.  The  Hospital  Committee  decided  not  to  proceed 
with  the  building  and  a  plan  has  now  been  prepared  for  another 
temporary  block. 

Alterations  have  been  made  in  the  existing  buildings, 
ddie  interior  of  the  typhoid  block  has  been  lined  with  impervious 
sheeting.  Water  closets  have  been  substituted  for  the  old  box 
closets.  A  raised  tank  for  soft  water  has  been  erected  with  small 
oil  engine  to  pump  from  an  underground  cistern  ;  the  water  in 
which  is  collected  from  the  roofs  of  the  building. 
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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

A  considerable  amount  of  building  is  at  present  going  on 
in  the  colliery  parishes  of  Kippax  and  Allerton,  elsewhere  there 
is  little  activity  in  this  direction.  Unfortunately  almost  all  the 
houses  are  being  built  with  two  bedrooms  which  at  best  give 
poor  accommodation  for  the  large  families  usually  occupying 
them  and  in  the  e\ent  of  an  infectious  case  occurring,  isolation 
cannot  be  obtained. 

Cases  of  overcrowding  occur  and  in  several  instances  have 
been  remedied  by  the  family  removing  from  the  district  altogether, 
owing  to  lack  of  houses  with  three  bedrooms. 

In  November  and  December,  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
I  made  an  inspection  of  the  houses  in  Sherburn.  Two  were  unht 
for  habitation.  One  of  these  has  been  closed,  the  other  is  still 
occupied. 

'The  sanitary  conveniences  and  drainage  in  several  instances 
were  defective  but  on  the  whole  the  condition  of  the  houses  was 
very  fair  for  an  old  village. 

d'wo  cottages  at  South  Milford  upon  which  I  reported  last 
year  have  been  repaired  and  rendered  habitable. 

In  May  I  reported  that  a  house  in  Black  Swmn  Yard, 
Barwick,  was  unht  for  habitation  by  reason  of  its  damp  and 
dilapidated  condition  with  insufficient  light  and  ventilation. 
Notice  was  served  upon  the  owner  under  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act  and  the  house  closed  voluntarily. 

In  November  I  inspected  three  houses  in  Lock  Lane, 
Allerton  By  water,  which  were  dark  and  ill  ventilated,  being 
unht  for  habitation.  They  were  originally  the  back  rooms  of 
through  houses  but  made  back  to  back,  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
creasing  the  rents.  The  owner  has  agreed  to  convert  them  into 
through  houses  again. 

The  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  simplihes  the 
procedure  in  cases  of  houses  unht  for  habitation.  The  District 
Council  now  makes  the  closing  order  instead  of  the  Justices,  the 
owner  having  power  of  appeal  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 
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Tliere  are  at  present  thirty  three  slaughter  houses  on  the 
register,  twenty  hve  having  concrete  floors  in  good  condition.  In 
four  instances  the  floors  are  defective.  Five  have  gullies  inside 
the  slaughter  house.  Thirteen  have  the  inner  surfaces  of  the 
walls  lined  with  impervious  material.  They  are  kept  in  fair 
ccmdition.  Several  complaints  have  been  made  of  the  storage  of 
offensive  material  in  too  close  proximity  to  the  slaughter  house. 
Systematic  inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter  cannot  usually  be 
made. 


Last  year  I  mentioned  that  plans  had  been  prepared  for 
supplying  the  village  of  Towton  with  water  from  a  raised  tank  at 
the  brewery.  This  water  had  been  analysed  on  various  occasions 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  inhabitants  have  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  use  this  supply  for  some  years,  but  the  distance  from  a 
number  of  the  houses  to  the  brewery  is  unreasonable  for  carrying 
the  water,  dhe  Local  Government  Board  held  an  inquiry  in 
May.  The  sanction  for  the  loan  was  refused  on  the  ground  that 
the  situation  of  the  well  rendered  contamination  possible. 

In  previous  years  I  have  reported  upon  the  condition  of  the 
water  supply  of  Sherburn  and  South  Milford.  These  villages  are 
on  the  magnesian  limestone  and  almost  all  the  wells  are  con¬ 
taminated  or  liable  to  contamination.  I  have  analysed  samples 
from  several  boreholes  which  have  recently  been  put  down  in 
Sherburn  parish.  The  water  in  each  case  is  excessively  hard  ai^d 
unsuitable  for  domestic  use.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  obtain 
the  advice  of  a  geologist  on  the  question  of  a  supply  for  these 
places.  A  main  should  be  laid  to  a  group  of  houses  known  as 
Old  Engine  in  the  parish  of  Great  Preston.  The  only  supply  for 
these  cottages  (about  a  dozen)  is  a  dip  well  a  hundred  yards 
distant. 


'File  plans  for  supplying  Barwick  parish  from  the  well  at 
Kiddall  Lane  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  an  inquiry  for  sanction  of  the  loan  will  no  doubt 
shortly  be  held.  It  is  intended  to  pump  the  water  into  a  tank 
near  Scholes,  from  which  it  will  gravitate  to  any  part  of  the  area 
proposed  to  be  supplied. 


In  July  a  Local  Government  Board  inquiry  was  held  at 
Sherburn  into  the  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 
With  the  exception  of  the  sewage  from  houses  near  the  station 
the  whole  scheme  was  one  of  gravitation  on  to  the  outfall  area 
near  the  existing  site.  The  Board  refused  their  sanction  to  the 
loan  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  pumping  scheme  is  necessary. 
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Plans  are  now  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  sewerage  of 
Lock  Lane,  the  sewage  from  which  is  to  be  collected  in  a  storage 
tank  and  pumped  to  the  existing  works  at  Allerton  By  water. 
'This  appears  to  be  a  more  satisfactory  and  economical  scheme 
than  the  provision  of  a  separate  disposal  works  for  this  portion 
of  the  [)arish. 

At  Bilborough  the  cesspools  in  the  course  of  the  sewer 
have  been  converted  into  inspection  chambers,  d'he  part  of  the 
main  sewer  which  is  defective  is  to  be  relaid  in  sections. 

d'he  alterations  and  additions  at  the  main  works  at  Kippax 
have  been  completed.  d"hey  appear  to  be  somewhat  affected  by 
reason  of  the  colliery  operations  underneath. 

Considerable  expense  is  incurred  in  Kippax  and  Allerton 
by  reason  of  the  large  amount  of  surface  water  in  the  sewers. 
Xew  lengths  of  dr^in  are  frequently  being  laid  to  make  separate 
provision  for  this  and  diminish  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done 
by  the  sewage  filters. 

In  1907  1  reported  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
public  elementary  schools  in  the  district.  Most  of  the  suggestions 
then  made  have  been  ('arried  out.  I'lie  medical  inspection  of 
scholars  is  carried  out  by  whole  time  offcials  appointed  by  the 
A'est  Riding  County  Council. 

h'iftv  three  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  of 
workshops  and  workplaces,  of  which  there  are  forty  seven  at 
present  on  the  register.  I'hey  consist  largely  of  dressmaking  and 
rnillinerv  establishments  and  joiners'  shops.  ICght  bakehouses 
are  in  use  in  the  district,  all  above  ground  and  in  good  condition. 

d'wo  notices  have  been  served  for  want  of  cleanliness  and 
the  defects  remedied. 

In  igo8  the  district  Council  made  application  to  the 
Local  (lovernment  Board  to  certify  for  re-payment  of  moieties  of 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  salaries  by  the  County  Council,  d  his  had 
previously  been  refused  owing  to  the  Listric't  Council,  in  oppo¬ 
sition  to  the  Board,  appointing  two  men  each  as  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  and  Surveyor  instead  of  one  man  for  each  ofhce.  After 
an  inspection  of  the  district  Hr.  h'letcdier  re|)orted  to  the  Local 
(iovernment  Board  as  follows  : 

“  Both  offcers  are  qualifed  men  and  both  are  doing  good 
work  and  much  improvement  has  taken  place  since  a  previous 
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visit  to  the  district  during  1901.  Sewerage  has  been  improved 
and  extended  for  a  number  of  villages,  and  many  water  closets 
have  l)cen  provided  in  place  of  privies.  Scavenging  well  per¬ 
formed  in  some  villages,  indifferently  or  badly  in  others.  ^^^ater 
sup|)lies  defective  in  some  villages.  On  the  whole  the  district 
seems  to  be  well  looked  after  -  by  tne  present  officers.  Board 
advised  to  comply  with  the  Council’s  request,  but  only  tentatively, 
during  tenure  by  the  present  officers  and  conditionally  upon  fair 
apportionment  of  salaries  between  the  two  offices  of  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  and  Surveyor.” 

Details  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  appear  in  their  reports.
